6 2 from the day on which Sir Pa/mes received his Mortal Wound. 

The 24th Inſtant in the Morning our Governour was from a Line of 
the Enemies unfortunately ſhot in the Body, as he was giving DireGtions 
for breaking of Ground upon a little. Eminence to the left of the Spur 

under Peterborough Tower, þy which Work he deſigned to amuſe the 

Enemy : who threupon taking encouragement from the fall of 

Sir Palmes, or contemning the ſma}l Guard that was drawn out, made a 

very bold Sally out of their old Trenches, with which they had envi- 

roned Charles-Fort, which the Spaniſh Officer at the head of 50 Horſe 

(rhe 200 Spaniſh Horte being arriyed ſome days before) abſerving, very 
bravely charged them, and torced them back into their Trenches, pur- 

ſuing them to their very Line; from-whence in lys retreat they much 

galled him, killing him both Men and Horſes, and making a ſecond Sally * 

with a greater number, (fome of their Horſe being likewiſe come up to "i

On Wedneſday the 27, by three of the Clock in the morning,the Ga-

By: rhis time theiwhole Body.wwas engaped, 
the' Eriemy - very ſtubbornly diſputing every-.Line and Trench .wiferem 
we attacked them, coming to Puſh of Pike, and handy-blows. in ſeveral 
places; The particularities of every Action is hard to ſet downy but after we 
had beaten them from their new 'Trenches, we advanced tothe old Line, 
where our Forts formerly ſtood , which was performed with 'great-Joſs 
on our {ide (there being not above 56 Men left in one-of the Battali- 
ons of my Lord Inchiquir's Regiment) and. at length by: levelling. the 
Trenches made a paſiage for'the Horle,, through which. Captain Neatly 
with'his Troop-advanced'upohn' the Enemy, as did likewiſe Dor Salvador 
de Monforte, and Don Manrique de Moronia ,- with theirs, who found a 
paſlage a little more to the Right; upon which the Moors turned their 
Backs, and betook themſclves to flight from all quarters, being purſued 
by our Horſe and Foot, who made very great {laughter among them 
Many of their Hotle performed . very darwgly tor the refcue of their 
Foot, among which ſeveral of. their principal * Men * fell We 
purſued them ſcattered like Sheep at leaſt a M'le into the Country, killing, 
ſeveral of them in the very Camp amorg'their Tents. We roouk two 
pieces of @hnaon, five Colours, ſeveral Priſoners, and had taken many 
tnote had they not refyſed quarter, and kifted by computation about . . 
500. Aﬀer our Horſe and Foor Were retreated 'withm our old . Lines, 
which we-poſlcſled from James to Moywmouth, Fort, , we. tell to filling and 
levelling their Trenches, wherein we bark wany cf their Dead, who 
very bravely loſt theyrlives in4he gefe. c: of .them's we allo took 1n,an 
adyantageous ſpot of ground to our new Fortifications, which we forti- 
ed with a good Stockade, from whence we diſcover the Bottom, where 
the Enemy before lay in Cqyert from the Fort, and where they had bþe- 
gun their Gallery in order to their Mige, which about three of the Clack 
was finiſhed, and then we retreated and marched into the Town in very 


good order, the Enemy contrary to their cuſtqm-permitting. us toreure 
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without the leaſt diſturbance, Some hours after died Sir Pumes 
Fairborne our Governour, having firſt had the ſatisfaction to hear of our 
ſucceſs, whoſe loſs is very much lamented by the whole Gariſon, 

In the mean time ſuch of the Enemies dead that remained unburkd, 
being laid together near Catherine Port, Colonel Sackville our preſenr 
Commander, writ to the Alcayde, offering him leave to bury them: He, 
or ſome body for him (for it is uncertain yet whether he be living or 

dead ) returned a very civil Anſwergand accordingly the Moors fetcht off 
the Bodies, ( and brought three of oursthac remained in the Field ) ina 
a very melancholly manner, examining ſeveral Heads with great care, 
many whereof they wrapt up in 9 Fromm z by which we diſcovered 

. they were Men of Note among them.One of them that fell we conclude to 
be the Alcayde's Brother by ſeveral Papers that were found about him, 


This is the fulleſt Account we can as yet give you of ſo glorious an 
Ation, which, though much is due to the Condutt and Bravery of Co- 
lonel Sackville, Vice-Admiral Herbert, and all the Officers, as well 
as to the undaunted Courage of the Soldiers, and among them the Spa- 
ziſþ Horſe, who al! 10 their ſeveral Poſts behaved themſelves with as much 
Gallantry, as could poflibly be ſhown by Men, yet muſt wholly be aſcri- 

-to the Divine Athiſtance and ProteCtion , without which it would have 
been impoſſible forſuch a handful of men to have perform'd what they did, 


having attacked and defeated fo numerous and daring Evemies , purſued 


-thema mile together, levelled and filled up their-Lines and Trenches , 
Demoliſhed all their other Works, and taken Cannon , Colours and. Pri- 
ſoners, the marks of an Entire Victory: Of which Lieutenant-Colonel 
TZulmziſh, who was a {harer in the danger and honor of it , is gone for Ex- 
gland to give his Majeſtie a particular Relation.
